DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-7 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

Saito (WO 02/43975) represents the closest prior art of record. Salto is directed 
to a tire including an inner tube, wherein said inner tube comprises a composite 
reinforcement. Saito teaches that the inner tube is defined by an expansion deforming 
portion on the periphery of said tube and a non expansion deforming portion in close 
proximity to the bead. Furthermore, Figure 2 depicts the stress-strain relationship of the 
expansion deforming portion (hook shape changing from a sharp linear form in the 
vicinity of an elongation of 5% to a generally flat curved form). In this instance, 
however, it appears that the expansion deforming portion extends over the crown region 
and into the sidewall region and thus, the respective regions do not have a different 
stress-strain relationship as required by the claimed invention.
